It is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent that our 
desires have got out of hand, and 
that. like an apple tree ihat has 
made too much wood. they need 
cotting back.

Bersrand Russell in his * Prin- 
ciples of Social Reconstruztion ™ 
makes a strong point of the fact 
that wa need to give a great deal 
More axtention to~ the dévelop- 
ment of character than to the 
acquistion of wealth.

Thus, instead. of education 
being a co-operative adventure, 
in the discovery of character, it 
has become largély a method -for 
developing the already ruinous 
acquisitive instincts: It is not 
too mach to say, that ourdevotion 
to the acquisitive! rather than to 
the creative, instincts has been 
ona long rehearsal for mais of 
the social troubles, from which 
we now suffer. o 

Why do we tolerate this systam? 
One reason at least ia the modern 
dread of poverty. Of this spactre 
which haunts our minds Prof. 
Wm. James has said. -* We are 
segred to-day as mes were nover 
scared in all history, -at material 
hardship. And when we put off 
marriage until our house can be 
artistic, and quake at the thought 
of having a child without a. bank 
acconnt, it is time for thinking 
men to protest against such an, 
unmanly state ofopinion.”” Then 
he goes on to add that the 
prevalent fuar of poverty amongst 
the educated classes is tha worst 
moral'disease from which our 
civilisation suffers. oe 

Society to-day is seteving from 
a confused sense of value. It 
has come to value things more 
than Jife, the means to an end 
more than tht end itself. As 
Enacken says “ The Soul, with al? 
‘Uls greatness hav been ordered 
out of the centre of life, to its 
periphery” and it is this -more 
amateurish living which mast be 
abandoned. We must become 
experts in the art, not of getting 
a living, but of finding life.

Your life, Jesus 
said, is mote than meat. And it 
is amateurish living to subordinate 
the end tothe means. And in all 
this we have to remember the 
choice teaching of Paul Cjandel 


who shows us. what the Realisa-| 


tion of Life really means. He has 
said that God ig the sxis on 
rwhich the. true life of mano 
revolves. Unless human life 
revolves on that axis one side or 
the other of him will swing 
ontruly. That is, he will be out 
of balance, out of ‘moral 
equilibrium, eccentric, disorganis- 
ed. Oar. present condition is 
abnormal, ill-balanced. eccentric.
